DOYLESTOWH. 


The death of Frank N. Booz, former 


Re«ister of Wills, was the occasion of 
deep regret among hiQ menv friends in 
Doylestowu. Mr. Booz was a man of 
strong convictions, and found many who 
differed with him in his views upon pub- 
lic matters, but all conceded him to be 
candid and honest in whatever position 
tie assumed. Suffering with ill health 
and really weak physically, he possessed 
a remarkable power of .will which made 
him seem a vigorous and energetic figure 
in the community. He was progressive 
and liberal in his views, and no public 
officer had more friends among, those of 
opposite political faith than did Mr. Booz 
while Register of Wills. He was conspic- 
uous in the development of the first trol- 
ley enterprise in this community and one 
of the founders of the present efficient fire 
company of which he was secretary many 
years. 
An admirable trait in his charact- 


er was his devotion.to his family. When 
bis funeral took place on Sunday after- 
noon a large concourse of people assem- 
bled to pay the last tribute of respect to 
his memory. 
The fire company, at a 


special meeting, passed resolutions ex- 
pressing deep regret at his demise, and 
his good qualities and the (service he had 
rendered that orgamzation were the sub- 
ject of an eloquent address by President 
James. The members of the various or- 
ganizations to which he belonged and the 
citizens of the town endeavored to show 
in some manner their appreciation of his 
worth as a man and citizen. 


Town Council had another trolley seance 


Monday night which kept the borough 
legislators at work until midnigth. The 
ordinances granting the Doyletsown and 
Eaeton Company and the Doyleetown and 
Willow Grove Company the right of way 
on certain streets had passed second read- 
ing at last meeting. _ When they were 
taken up for final consideration Monday 
evtning counsel for the Willow Grove 
Company appeared with the rather sur- 
prising statement that the company some 
years ago had been granted a right of way 
undert he Trenton Cut-off bridge above 
Willow Grove upon condition that it 
should not etxena its line beyond Doyles- 
town or permit any other company to use 
its tracks. A violation of this agreement 
was to give the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company the right to take up the trolley 
tracks beneath its bridge eight or ten 
miles south of Doyleatown. 'This an- 
nouncement gave Council some idea of 
what far-seeing and far-reaching corpor- 
ation is the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany, and it 
also necessitated some 


changes in the ordinance. Matters were 
finally adjusted, however, and both com- 
panies now have ordinances that will 
permit each to enter town. Their repre- 
sentatives declare that they will proceed 
to constrct their roads and the public is 
looking for railways to Dublin and Plum- 
steodville in the near future. 


By a decision of Register Singer, of 


Philadelphia, Register Fish, of this coun- 
ty, will lose fees amounting to about $200 
which many people think should come to 
him as his percentage of the collateral in- 
heritance tax to be paid by the estate of 
the late Mary Williamson, of Falls town- 
ship. The will of the decedent, who left 
an estate estimated to be worth about 
$100,000, was taken to Phlaldelpbia for 
probate, and as Miss Williamson lived in 
Falls towneihp, Register Fish protested. 
Register Singer, however, decided to pro- 
bate the will there, but does not give any 
'strong reasons to show that he is conform- 
ing with the act of Assembly, which pro- 
vides that a will must be probated in the 
county in which the decedent lives. Tho 
reasons cited by Register Singer are deci- 
dedly weak. 


The 40th anniversary of the founding 


of Salem Reformed Church was observed 
by special services on Sunday. The prin- 
cipal feature of the occasion was a sermon 
by the pastor, Rev. James R. Bergy, who 
described the achievements of the pajt 
as insignificant compared to the work to 
be* done in the future. The church has 
flourished in every sense, which the pastor 
ascribed to the earnest efforts of the con- 
gregation. 
The church has a membership 


of about three hundred and is constantly 
growing In this respect. A large number 
of people were present to participate in 
the services.

TULLVTOWN. 


The bill introduced last Monday In 


Harristmrg by Senator Qransbach of Phil- 
adelphia, looking to the general abolition 
of grade crossings should be of more than 
passing interest to the residents of this 
borough. 
Senator Gransbaeh's bill pro- 


vides that either a municipality or a rail- 
road company may at any time petition 
the court for the abolition of an alleged 
dangerous crossing, and that the. court 
after listening to and considering the 
evidence shall decide whether the crossing 
shall be abolished or not. Just what dis- 
position shall be made of the expenses in- 
olved does not appear in the printed re- 
x>rt of the bill, but there is a strong pro- 
ability that both the railroad company 
nd-the municipality would be obliged to 
»ar a share of the expense. It is well 
nown that the 
large municipalities, 


ities of the second and first classes, now 
tave a large proportion of the expenses 
neident to the removing of grade crose- 
ngs, while in the boroughs and townships 
uch expenses, are invariably borne by the 
ailroad corporations. 
For ten years or 


ica-e the question of the abolition of the 
wo dangerous crossings here has beenjagi- 
ated periodically, as yet with no definite 
esult. 


It is well known that the Pennsylvania 


lailroad Company has, for a number of 
ears, stood ready to bear the entire ex- 
ense of doing away with the Oxford and 
fellsington avenue crossings. There has 
Iways been a certain elique opposed to 
bhj improvement, because they did not 
'ant a "bill" in the town; at least nobet- 
er reason has been advanced. It is not 
mprobable that the improvement will 
ventually come under Senator 
Grans- 


ach's bill and that the opposition will be 
ompelled to go down in its clothes and 
ssist in wiping out the debt that will thus 
e saddled upon the borough. The un- 
ortunate part of the matter is that those 
'ho have had foresight enough to know 
hat it is policy to get nd of these grade 
rossings while it can be done without 
oBt to the borough will have to suffer 
long with the anti-improvement element. 
Apropos of the probable outcome the fol- 
owing tribute to the proposed "bill" IB 
ontributed by a reader of the Gazette: 


We do not want a railroad bridge 
Because it makes a "hill;" 
An artificial eminence 
Raised up against our will; 
An eyesore and a nuisance 
To everyone who drives, 
Although now, at our crossings 
We risk a hundred lives 
Each year in driving over 
Amidst tlie rushing trains. 
And so we're going to fight it out 
As long as life remains. 
What thought he careless horseman 
Is caught and tossed in air; 
We do not drive across the tracks, 
Why, therefore, should we care? 
But when the Legislature says, 
"Mow boys, yon must be good 
And abolish these grade crossings 
As long ago you should."

Home and State. 


.One of the popular arguments against 
woman surffage is that which makes the 
home and the State separate institutions, 
and assigns woman to take care of the 
home and man to take1 care of the State. 
This "argument" proves nothing but the 
ignorance of the person who advances it. 


Prof. Woodrow Wilson in his admirable 


work on "Historical and Practical Poli- 
tics," says: 


"What is known of the central nations 


of history clearly reveals the fact that 
social organization and consequently gov- 
ernment originated in kinship. 
In other 


words, the original State was a family. 
Historically the State of today may be re- 
garded OB, in an important sense, only an 
enlarged Family; State is Family writ 
large." 


The care of the family devolves equally 


on man and woman. No one argues that 
a man has no right to interest himself in 
an affairs of State merely because he is a 
husband and father. No one argues that 
because he has charge of the State he is 
incapacitated for marrying and founding 
a home. Any Legislator who would .ad- 
vance such propositions would be speedily 
ridiculed into silence. But on every band, 
from the lips of the foremost statesmen 
of the day you will hear that women have 
nothing to do with politics or the State, 
because the home Is woman's sphere anc 
if she concerns herself with politics, or the 
affairs of State, she cannot be a good wife 
or a good mother or a good housekeeper. 
And jneanwhile in all our great universi- 
ties the student of sociology and practical 
politics finds oq the first page of his text- 
book that "State is only Family writ 
large." 


It follows from this that the State is an 


much woman's sphere as it ie man's; that 
if man can take a practical interest in his 
home and the State at the same time, so 
can woman; and Instead of saying "Wo 
man's sphere is the home; therefore sh 
must keep out of politics," we must j 
show our knowledge of history and socio- 
logy by saying "Woman's sphere is the 
home; therefore, she must concern herself 
with polities, for home and State are one.

An adjourned meeting of Council was held 
on Tuesday evening-it which time thePresi- 
dent announced the Standing Committees 
for the year. Burgess Leigh was present 
and addressed the members upon topics 
of vital interest, and made suggestions, 
which, if acted upon, will remedy exist- 
ing evils. 
President Sc«ll called Council to order. 


Messrs. Oallahan, McGinnis, Rothenber- 
ger and Allen were absent. 
Burgess 


Leigh was granted permission to addiess 
the council. He said he had a few words 
to say to the members. He called < atten- 
tion to the petition of the Oarona Kid Co. 
for a fire alarm box. That company had 
a pay roll of $1300 or $1400 per week, and 
the insurance companies were finding 
fault because of the lack of fire protection 
at the factory. 
He believed that a box 


should be placed there as requested.' The 
leather works will eventually be one of 
the graatest industrial establishments 
here, and should be encouraged. 
The 


Burgess did uot altogether agree with the 
Finance committee when it refused to re- 
mit the borough tax upon the works for 
a specified period. 


Attention was called to the condition of 


the alleys, gutters and streets about town, 
The alley between Lafayette and Washing- 
ton streets from Pond to Wood is in a bad 
condition and filled with rubbish. 
Meas- 


ures should be taken to .effect a cleaning 
up. Abutting property owners should be 
notified not to throw any refuse into the 
alley. He also called attention to the 
fact that residents of Jefterson avenue 
have been in the habit of emptying ashes 
into Logan street. Other alleys about 
town were being similarly used as dump- 
ing grounds. The Burgess hoped that the 
Street committee appointed will make a 
special effort that these nuisances would be 
abated, as it is not pleasant for the Bur- 
gess to be continually sought after and re- 
quested to effect remedies caused by the 
neglect of others. Gutters about town 
were clogged up, planks are thrown over 
broken gutters, sidewalks are flooded with 
water from drains. Special mention was 
made of the condition of the pavement on 
Walnut street irom Pond to Wood, wheie 
aftei a ram deep puddles form on the 
walk.

In 
cases where doctor's bills are presented in 
confinement cases every effort should be 
exhausted to have the amount paid by the 
rightful party before issuing orders upon 
the borough treasury 


The Burgess said that last year E. T. 


Steel & Co. were informed that unless 
they put in settling tubs at the mill they 
would I e denied the use of the borough 
drain, which carries waste water from the 
dye houses of the mills, but up to the pre- 
sent time the Council's order had not 
been complied with.

rreligion if not immorality was prevalent 
and that a revival was the only salvation. 
n due time au evangelist was called 
and with the aid of the pastor and his 
>eople revivals were conducted nightiy 
or a month or longer, and many converts 
gathered in. It undoubtedly was a useful 
and good work and apparently no other 
way was known. But after the converts 
iad been baptized and received, the reli- 
gious interest would wane, followed by six 
or seven more poor year*. It is very 
noticeable that revivals are coming to an 
end. City churches have absolutely none 
and in mostsections the country churches 
lave none. Yet the membership has a 
greater increase. Thus proving ^hat ae> 
cessions come In other directions. Yet 
some people imagine that revivals are the 
only way to secure conversions. But it is 
certainly the second best way to reach the 
end. The reason for a revival proves that 
things are in a bad condition, religiously, 
which requires heroic means of treatment. 


The gentle rain is a better force than 


the deluging hurricane. 
The quiet and 


patient teaching is a better method to se- 
cure sincere and lasting Christian char- 
acters than that which would smite down 
the callous and hardened soul. The mul- 
tiplication of religious forces and the pro- 
gress of Christianity make revivals unne- 
cessary, while Christian culture cakes 
their place.

Good water, pure 


water, is a great luxury, especially when 
one is nettled with thirst. Even the bath, 
the delicious morning or evening bath, 
calls for water that is honest. 
Under any 


and all circumstances vile water is an 
abomination; and the town water lately 
has been as villanous a compound as ever 
offended eye or nostril, and unworthy to 
be called water. In that unloved condi- 
tion it mis-ht have served to give richness 
and vigor to plants in lieu of some fra- 
grant Peruvian import; but for household 
uses it was utterly unfit to play the most 
menial part. If a stranger's eye had look- 
ed upon it in its sorry plight of dismal 
darkness, it would have bewildered him 
quite as completely as any "what-is-it" 
that ever puzzled human curiosity. 


A poet of no great renown said 


"Tisa little thing 


To gi\e a cup of water;" 


but it would be a very serious thing, by 
no means trifling, to offer such a "draft 
of cool refreshment" as was lately furnish- 
ed by our stately standpipe, to be "drained 
by fevered lips." Think of man's inhu- 
manity to man taking a form like that! 


It is said that "men's evil manners live 


in brass; their virtues we write in water." 
Whose virtues shall we write in water that 
makes us sigh and groan, such water as is 
a foe to virtue, and which is not even fit 
to be dammed? This universal necessity 
may be so impure that our finny brothers 
and sisters would scorn to swim in it, but 
our innocent friends, the homely, happy 
mud-turtles, might consider it heavenly. 
There is not much virtue in that quality 
of water which provokes one to indulgence 
in noiseless profanity. 


But what are we to do about it? Noth- 


ing. The water has behaved almost as 
badly before, and just so sure as heavy 
rains and merciless floods will diversify 
the future, so certainly will it come to 
pass, through the operations of cause and 


fleet, that the water-works will again vex 
ur souls by offering us a repulsive substi- 
ute of broth of mud.

Others there are who satisfy 
heir troubled spirits by S°od natured 
esentrnent towards the directors of the 
water company, as if they could control 
he dramatic eccentricities of the ele- 
ments.

Would not any one 
among them cheerfully sacrifice his life, 
f not his dividends, if by so doing he 
could bless the suffering population with 
a perpetual supply of wholesome water? 
it is not their fault that we are now and 
;hen made aocquamted with water that we

cannot see through, f but which, in its 
dense opacity, beautifully serves as a mir- 
ror wherein we can see the lights and 
shades of our amiable countenances. 
In 


that way the water itself seems to reprove 
us for our unfair reflections. 


Can we not turn the current of Mr. 


Carnegie's benefactions? The people of 
Bristol do not care a button for libraries, 
or not more than one in a hundred, but il 
that wealth-burdened gentleman, in the 
goodness ot his heart and moved by the 
pathetic tribulations of a suffering people, 
would vary tfhe tide of his generosity in 
our behalf, and solve for us the pure water 
riddle in a practical way, we would proud- 
ly emblazon his name in golden letters ai 
the very top of the stand pipe.

with the glow of parting day, a» all times 
symbolizing for us "the still small voice 
of gratitude."

BACK FROM TNI PHILIPPINES. 


AFTKE TWO YEARS' WOBK AI A MISSIONARY 


AT MANILA W. II. J. WILSON BKTUBMS HOUR 
ON ACCOUNT Of ILL HEALTH. 
William H. 3. Wilson, a well known 


Bristol young man, returned home on 
Sunday atfernoon after a two years' ab- 
sence in Manila. Mr. Wilson left Bristol 
April 9tb, 1899, under the auspices of the 
Brotherhood of St. Andrew for the pur- 
pose of entering the missionary field, 
th rtreet, Biwton, Pa. 


His peculiar fitness for work in tho hospi- 
tals nbd among the soldiers was brought 
prominently to notice during tho Spanish 
war when the Bristol young man was sta- 
t'oned at the detention hospituliat Moutauk 
Point, Long Island. 
His unremitting zeal 


and self-sacrificing interest in the welfare 
of disabled and stiioken soldiers brougat 
forth words of commendation from army 
chaplains and surgeons. 


Mr. Wilson sailed from San Francisco 


for the Philippines on the Transport War- 
ren with credentials from the secretaries 
of the Army and Navy entitling him to 
all the courtesies from the officers of both 
branches of the military service. During 
the voyage he was the acting chaplain of 
the vessel. At Manila quarters were pro- 
vided for the young missionary In the 
Courtel de Espana, within the walled city. 
The great building was formerly used by 
the Spanish soldiers, but is now the quar- 
ters of the Sixth Artillery. One portion 
is used as a prison and another for the 
Anglo-Amerioan Episcopal 
Church, the 


first Episcopal church established in the 
Philippines, which formation is entirely 
due to the efforts of Chaplain 0. 0. 
Pierce, of the TJ. S. Army and Mr. Wil- 
son. The congregation now embraces one 
hundred and fifty Filipino communicants, 
and the progress of establishing the Pro- 
testant religion among tho islanders ie 
largely due to Mr. Wilson's practical work 
among the people there. While consider- 
able of his time was spent in church work 
his field of labor was by no means con- 
fined to that alone. One of the principal 
innovations which ho introduced was the 
establishment of libiaries in three hospi- 
tals for the soldiers. Visltina the prisons 
and working in the moigue with Chaplain 
Pierce for the purpose of identifying the 
dead were other labors which he fulfilled. 
It is with the greatest enthusiasm that 
Mr. Wilson speaks of Chaplain Pierce and 
declares that it is to the noble work of 
that official that credit is duo for the de- 
cent and proper burial of fallen soldiers. 


One of the incidents in connection with 


his residence in Manna that Mr. Wilson 
delights to relate is that he was the first 
American ever to stand as a god father 
for a Filipino baby. 


It is the intention of Mr. Wilson to re- 


turn to Manila when recuperated 
in 


health, as his whole heart is in ' he cause 
of aiding and comforting the soldiers who 
have been fighting for the flag. He speaks 
highly of the men in the army and de- 
clares they are a noble set of fellows. 


That his work among them is beneficial 


and has been appreciated is fully attestec 
by the letters received from officers and 
men. 


One of the greatest blunders committed 


by the government is declared tobe the abol 
ishing of the army .canteen. During the 
short time the new order has been in ef- 
fect Mr. Wilson says there has been ioi 
greater drunkenness among the soldieis, 
more disorder, more trouble and a greater 
number of arrests. 
Ho credits the opposi 


tion to the canteen as being entirely due 
to ignorance. He says Iho white ribboners 
and the brewery men worked together foi 
the destruction of the canteen. 


The war is practically ended and peace 


reigns about Manila, and Filipinos arc 
constantly coming into the city and vol 
untarily surrendering. Tho natives have 
come to recognize that the Americans ore 
their friends. It is only the most ignor 
ant classes who are swayed by mercenary 
leaders that protend to show any opposl 
tion to American rule. The Filipino wo 
men have started a Woman's League for 
the education of the natives for tho pur 
pose of promoting a good feeling with the 
Americans. 


Mr. Wilson wishes to deny the repor 
ublished in a Philadelphia paper that he 
was engaged in Red Cross work, as he hai 
no connection whatever with that organ 
zation. 


The following letter received by Mr 


iVilson is one of many of such eharacte 
n his possession and will give some ide 
of the laudable work m which a Bristo 
yonug man was engaged in tho tar-oi 
Philippine Islands: 


Manila, P. I., Dec. 15, 1900. 


Mr. W. H. J. Wilson, 


Anglo-American Church. 


My Dear Mr. Wilson: As I am leav- 


ing for the U. S., I desire to place in your 
hands a note expressing my deep sense of 
indebtedness to you for your ecxcedingly 
valuable service as our lay-helper during 
the past two years.

It has always passed our comprehension 


that women who do not want to vote 
should BO violently oppose those who do. i 
A difference of opinion Concerning the) 
proper sphere^f women is legitimate; but' 
tbe effort to coerce dissent into acquies- 
cence is a refined form of intolerance, I 
with which we have no sympathy. We be- ! 
lieve in Freedom with a capital F—that 
broad sort of liberty which allows every- 
thing that does not interfere with the like 
freedom of others; and we have little pat- 
ience with those women who would deny 
to others a privilege or right simply be- 
cause they do not wish to exercise it 
themselves. 


The associations opposed to the exten- 


sion of suffrage tb women occasionally 
send us their publications, with a request 
to notice them editorially. 
We comply 


with pleasure. These associations are, in 
our opinion, deserving of nothing but the 
disapproval of all liberal minded people. 
They are anachronisms. The; are nnsuit- 
ed to the progressive age in whicn they 
live, and opposed to the tendency of the 
tunes, which is in the direction of liberty 
and a recognition of human equality with- 
out distinction of sex. We believe that tbe 
exclusion of women from the polls is one 
of the causes of political corruption; but 
we contend that, whether it is or not, 
there is no natural right possessed by men 
which ought not to be shared by Women. 
The ethics of the question do not concern 
us any more than does the more debatable 
question of expediency. It is enough for 
us that all persons ore born free and equal 
and the fact that a few intolerant womet 
deny the right of their sex to politics 
equality with men, leaves us unconvincec 
so long as one solitary woman exists who 
id ready to claim her birthright. 


There is no argument used by these as- 


sociations against female suffrage that has 
not done duty a thousand times to block 
the way of_men to democracy. There has 
been no reason advanced for tbe denial to 
women of political rights which has noi 
been vigorously debated on a hundred bat 
tie folds. 


In Germany the sphere of women has re 


cently been restricted by imperial flat to 
kitchen, church, and children.; The king- 
ly command was given once before to 
check a rising tide; but neither kings or 
commoners can oppose the advancing wavi 
Of freedom which follows the sun of know 
ledge in its course around the earth.— 
Overland Monthly.
